Dear Dr. Clarke:- 

Dr. D. E. Robertson and Dr. G.M. 
Dale have advised me that they have been instruct-— 
ed to go on full time military duty, which means 
that they will be busy from 9 to 4 daily and will 
not be able to carry on their clinical instruction. 

Dr. (Major) D. E. Robertson was 
recalled by the University two years ago for the 
purpose of carrying on instruction in Orthopedic 
Surgery at the Hospital for Sick Children, and 
he has been performing this duty at the same time 
as he has done part time military duty. Permis-~ 
sion for him to do this University work was granted 
by the military authorities, and it would appear to 
be a breach of faith on their part in placing him 
on full time duty so that it is impossible for him 
to give clinics in Orthopedic Surgery. 

The instructors in Orthopedic 
Surgery have been so short this year that it has 


been necessary to assign to each of them two 


RR 
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classes or about 24 students, and in consequence 
of this many complaints have been received from 
the students of the size of the classes and the 
difficulty in seeing the cases which are demon- 
strated. With the withdrawal of Dr. D. E. Robert- 
son from these clinics the whole responsibility 
will fall on Dr. L. B. Robertson, which is a 
practical impossibility. 

Dr. (Captain) G. M. Dale obtained 
permission from the military authorities at the 
beginning of this session to perform University 
duties. He has been giving clinics to the Third 
Year in Clinical Surgery and his withdrawal at 
this time in the session will necessitate the 
appointing of another temporary instructor if 
somebody can be found to fill the position. 

' It seems somewhat strange that these 
men cen be suddenly withdrawn from clinical in- 
struction by the military authorities without 
advising the Faculty of Medicine in any way of 
their action. As the classes of the above two 
men will be without clinicians until this ques- 
tion is settled I request that you take up the
